A JEWISH LABOUR REGISTRY. 
- 


Tae establishment of a Free Labour Registry at the East End, about which 
we print elsewhere a letter from Mrs. Morris Josern, constitutes a fresh 
and a gratifying departure in the sphere of philanthropic effort. The idea is 
certainly not altogether new. A Labour Registry was founded at Egham two 
years ago at the instance of Mr. and Mrs. L. Coney, and its sue 
cess has given rise to an organised attempt to extend the movement to other 
suburban districts. So far asthe metropolis itself is concerned similar work 
has for some time past. been conducted by the Charity Organization Society, 
which has opened free registries forthe unemployed in various districts. The 
benefits of some of these registries are confined to women and weakly men. The 
scheme which Mrs. Morris Josera is about to put into execution has a wider 
scope. It aims at helping the unemployed among the Jewish poor in general to 
obtain work, without any distinction between those who are able-bodied and 
those who are not. The peculiar circumstances of our working classes justify 
such an arrangement, The Jewish poor are heavily handicapped in the 
struggle for employment. There is first the Sabbath question ; then there 
is the fact that they are for the most part capable of more or less unskilled 
labour only ; and finally there is their imperfect acquaintance with the 
language and, perhaps in a minor degree, with the present industrial condi- 
tions of this country. Thus they require and deserve a larger measure of 
protection than the working classes of the general community are considered 
to need. An agency is wanted which shall to some extent neutralize the 
disadvantages which press upon them, and enable them to compete for 
employment under more equal conditions. 


The new undertaking is intended to achieve this- purpose, and therefore 
bids fair to fill a conspicuous gap in our communal system. It is planned 
on modest lines. Al! the work in connection with it will be done honorarily, 
and no expenze will be incurred for mere administration. At the outset, at 
any rate, the community will not be asked to contribute a single penny 
towards the cost of maintaining the Registry. The promoters of the Scheme 
have been the better able to give effect to their desire for economy by being 
granted, free of expense, the use of the convenient premises of the Working 
Lads’ Institute as the /oca/ of their operations. With characteristic insight 
and with a keen appreciation of the wants and interests of the working 
classes, Mr. Montacvu, M.P., the President of the Institute, has 
perceived the close connection that subsists between its aims and 
those of the new and has suggested to (‘ommittee 
the advisability of lending all possible countenance to the Registry, 
The suggestion has been as readily acted upon. It is to be hoped that the 


Registry will surmount other difficulties as easily. 


movement, his 


The countenance and 
support of the community in general constitutes the main essential of its 
success. The promoters are equipped with an adequate supply of enthusiasm, 
and of workers there will, of course, be no lack. What has yet to be forth- 
coming is a sufficient quantity of work to prevent that enthusiasm from fall- 
ing to freezing point and, what is of far more importance, to furnish employ- 
ment for the hundreds of unemployed men and women who, it is to be 
expected, will invoke the good offices of the Registry. Unless those 
who have workto give will avail themselves of this new means of getting that 
work done, the movement is foredoomed to failure. 


Is there any reason why the community should thus hold aloof? It 
would tax, we should imagine, the most fertile ingenuity, to discover any ob- 
jection to the scheme. The craftiest contrivances are furnished to relieve 
intending employers from the trouble and expense that might result from 
their patronage of the Registry. Only reputable and capable persons 
will be recommended for employment. Moreover, in case there may be per- 
sons so strangely constituted as to be induced to make the long journey 
from Russia to these shores by the prospect of having to work for a living 
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the Registry will be closed against all who have been in London less than a 
year. Not even the smallest of stones can be thrown at the project on the 
score of pauperising influences. It is as distinetly & de-pauperising scheme 
aa anything could be, {f only good fortune ro with it—and good fortune 
in this ease means the communal good-will expressed in active co-operation 
—this unpretentious Registry may easily be the means of raising many a 
struggling family from a state ‘of dependence and degradation and, at the 
same time, relieving the community from a portion of the almost intolerable 
ch the existing distress imp yang ty) if. We have reason to 
believe that the new organisation has already secured the valuable sympathy 
of the Board of Guardians. That sympathy would a extended to no move- 
ment which was not clearly designed to promote the real and the highest 
interests of the Poor, 


It has long been obvious that a further attempt was needed to help 
the struggling classes of the commnnity to make head against the increasingly 
severe conditions in which they live. The establishment of this Registry is 
such an attempt. 

W hat is wanted to ensure its success is not fair words, not even money 
—but work. Employers of labour, both great and small, from the manu- 
facturer who is the master of many legions of hands down to the house- 


keeper who only wants a pair of boots mended, or a window-pane put in, or 


some plain sewing done, have only to give their orders to the Registry, 
and the thing will be a success, Why should they not do so? After 
all, these poor, suffering brethren of theirs, who will 


constitute the 


clients of the Registry, have the first claim upon their help ; and 


in no wise can they help them hetter than by giving them employnient. 
They will save the self-respect of the poor, and help them to feel the joys of 
independence long before pauperism has crushed out all capacity for such lofty 
delights. They will doan act of charity of the noblest kind that any of us 
ean aspire to, and’do it, moreover, without the expenditure of a single penny. 


If, finally, any further argument is needed to enforce the claims of the Registry 


we would simply ask our readers to make a pilgrimage to one of. those 


quarters of the East End where Jews most do congrecate. In the long rows 


of honses filled almost everyone of them with poverty-stricken creature, 
whose hopeless misery makes the most callous heart sink with unutterable 
despair—creatures who are our own flesh and blood, and whose wretchedness 
has in most instances but one source—lack of work, and but one real remedy 


—the provision of work—in these are to be found the most eloquent and 


convineing plea that can be urged to recommend this Labour Registry to the 
practical sympathy of the community.

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THE EMIGRATION OF JEWS FROM RUSSIA. 


[FROM OUR CORKESPONDENT]. 
ST. PETERSBURG, 297TH NOV., 1886, 

The proceedings at recent meetings of the Jewish Board of (Ciuardians 
relative to the emigration of Jews from Russia, and the points set forth in the 
report of its highly esteemed Honorary Secretary, Mr. Lionel L. Alexander, 
have made a deep impression In Jewish circles in St. Petersburg. No doubt is 
entertained as to the good intentions of the excellent society, und the well 
meant advice of Mr. Alexander, who for some years has been favour ibly known 
to the Jews in his country, and universally honoured by them as a friend of 
humanity and as a true Jehudi. But we are of opinion that the measures which 
he advocates will not only be ineffectual in checking emigration, but will on 
several grounds have a damaging effect, because they are based on a want of 
knowledge of the situation of the Russian Jews and of the emigration question 
in particular. 

As a matter of fact it appears to be unknown in London that since the 
period of the terrible outrages and conflagrations in 1881-1882, our condition 
far from having improved has become considerably worse, that our misery 
increases from day to day, and that only most extreme despair and utter 
helplessness drives our coreligionists to seck a rescue in flight from their 
native country. No power on earth, therefore, except it be death, which does 
not often stare them in the face on the other side of the Atlantic, can prevent 
them from having recourse to emigration. Aceording to the latest statistics 
97.348 Jews arrived in New York during the last 12 months. Of this number, 
21,000 settled in New York, whilst out of the entire mags of 27,348 only 27 persons 
were sent back by the Emigration Commissioners. Several hundreds voluntarily 
returned to Europe, and the reason is to be found in the circumstance that they 
were unable to obtain aliving in New York, whichis overcrowded. whereas they 
could have done so in the interior had they been assisted with advice by some 
friendly organization. We here are under the impression that the same is the 
ease in England, and that many of theimmigrants, who are practically destitute 
in London, in consequence of the overstocked condition of the labour market, 
would fare better if they could be established in provincial towns. We may be 
mistaken, but such 1s the view we hold. Nor does the return of some hundreds 
of individuals afford a handle to the opponents of emigration to denounce the 
movernent altogether. Among more than 27,000 souls there must have been 
many who were not compelled by dire necessity to abandon their native land, 
or who were deceived in their exaggerated expectations of the good fortune 
which awaited them in America, and were unfitted for the modes of obtaining 
a livelihood which offered themselves in New York. However this may be, at 
least 26,000 out of 27,348 emigrants have remained in the United States, and 
poorer and more miserable than they were in Russia it is impossible for them 
to bein their newhome, Anyone whois but half acquainted with the character 
of the Russian Jew, and who knows how strongly he cleaves to his home, and 
how devotedly attached he is to his family, wiil agree with the opinion expressed 
at the time of the Anti-Jewish excesses by Herr H. Rabinowitz, a member 
of the Committee of the Agricultural Fund, with regard to emigration. He 
declared that if only five out of one hundred emigrants were saved, and the 
remainder died from starvation and want, even then the movement should be 
encouraged to the fullest possible extent, for, as he said, at least five Jews 
would be rescued. 

[ have alread y sand, that since the 6 por h of our great sulferings 
our t has by ho Means lin prov d the only ditference being tliat the 
legal exccsses of a demoralised people have been replaced by the legalised 
brutality of public functionaries and the police. Indeed, what 1s it otherwise 
than legalised bratality when inoffensive, industrious, and useful residents in 
villeges and raral districts, and in towns outside the area of Jewish settlement, 
and-at a distance of less than 50 versts from the frontier, who have settled in 
these plac q from times immemorial, are suddenly expelled, ind thereby plunged 
into the deepest misery ? Is it not a dreadful thing, too, that Jews have been 
distuissed from their appointments in connection with the Magistrates of the 
Peace, Juges d° Instruction, and Official Notaries, whereby many thousands of 
active employes have for no reason whatever been Ce@prived of their daily bread ? 
And what words can I find sufficiently expressive to stigmatise the species of 
persecution by which our children are, with but rare exceptions, excluded from 
the public schools, whilst the specifically Jewish Schools, the ‘“ Chedarim” and 
1 Yeshiboth” are ruthlessly closed, thus condemnicg the rising generation to utter 
ignorance. ‘There was a time, too, when Jewish artisans, if unable to earn a 
living in the area of settlement, were permitted to take up their abode in other 
parts of the Kmopire ; now, owing to the urbitrary conduct of our too energetic 
public functionaries, this has become impossible, and we see them even in this 
city cast forth daily into the streets generally without any reason being given for 
these harsh proceedings, or, when a cause is assigned, it is because they may 
uve been out of work for a day or two. Unfortunately Anti-Semitism has in 
certain localities reached such a pitch that even Judges have allowed them- 
selves to be. so influeneed by it as to decide all cases against Jews, who 
may igure therein, either as plaintiffs or defendants. A prominent lawyer lately 
said that he would no longer accept any briefs for Jews, because he had arrived 
¥ the conviction that, however, just their cause, however strongly he might 
plead in their favour, his clients would lose the day. That such incongruities 
should have a damaging influence onthe material situation of the Jews speaks 
for itself. Poverty and distress are terribly on the increase among the Jewish 
rey and so deep have been the inroads made by these dread enemies that 
Geaths from Starvation are of daily occurrence in many towns. 
| Under circumstances such as those [ have just described, let me ask whether 
seabed individual has the right to dissuade our unfortunate brethren from seeking 
adh We hea a sure remedy against starvation? And of what availare all these

THE REV, 8. SINGER ON THE RESPONSIBILITIES OF WEALTH, 
— 

At the invitation of the Executive the Rev. S. Singer delivered a sermon at tha 
Central Synagogue on Sabbath last. Vaking as his subject the passage in Jacob's 
life at the beginning of the Sedrah, he drew from it, in the first place, a lesson as 
to the manner in which adversity was to be met and borne. But. continued Mr. 
Singer, the same incident in the patriarch’s life teaches us also how to worthily use 
such prosperity as may fall to each man’s lot. “ If God will be with me and will 
keep me on this way that I go, and will give me bread to eat and raimeit to puton, 
and I come again to my father's honse in peace—then shall the Lord be my God. 
and this stone which I have set up as a pillar shall be a house of God, and of all 
that thou shalt give me I will surely give a tenth to thee’; that is, I will live in 
grateful consciousness of the watchful and loving presence of God in all things; 
and this recognition shall be no barren emotion, no mere speculative idea, beginning 
and ending with itself, but shall be expressed in deeds that, so far as I am able. 
shall advance the glory of God and the welfare of men. What share, asked the 
preacher, is assigned to purposes like these in the various uses made of our pros- 
perity? Let each man’s conscience, which is after ail the final court of appeal in 
such matters, make answer. Our only hope must be that that court may remain 
untainted by prejudice or partiality. Yet the assertion may be ventured with 
tolerable safety that, if the verdict were spoken out fully and freely in every case, 
the record of condemnations for an ill use of prosperity would be a very appalling 
one, Acquittals no doubt there would be also ; nota few most honourable acquittals ; 
—but to one discharge many convictions. For, pay whatever homage is due to the 
spirit of enlightened benevolence, which perhaps never illumined the world more 
brilliantly than in our own time, it still remains true that a thick crust of selfish- 
ness envelopes mcdern society, that frequently remains unpierced to any depth 
beneath the surface. The era of ‘plain living and high thinking’ seems to be inde- 
finitely postpored. 

Is it not a fact that the luxuries of our fathers have become our necessities ! 
What was once wealth is now a bare pittance. Who woald content himself now-a- 
days with Jacob's modest estimate of his requirements? One often heara it said, 
when the question is of making some little sacrifice in the cause of mercy and 
benevolence, “ I cannot afford it. I live up to my income, I have an appearance to 
maintain. I can spare nothing.” And there is something in the p'ea from the 
perverted view of the pleader. Such is the growth of extravagance in our times, 
such the inoreare in our artificial wants, such the ambition to be thought as great 
spenders—if not as great producers—as our neighbours, that when the demands 
consequent upon this state of things have been satisfied, people can really afford 
nothing, or what in comparison with that which they lavish on themselves looks 
very much like nothing, for charity. We need so much for ourselves, and can spare 
so little to others, that it is well we should be reminded from time to time of the 
divine declaration, “ Mine.is the silver and mine the gold, saith the Lord of Hosts.” 

There is perhaps special force in these reflections here. in our own city, and at 
the present time. An immense amount of distress is reported to be prevalent just 
now. ‘Trade, it is said, is bad; capital unproductive ; industry unremunerative, 
Yet it is not easy to reconcile this opinion with the facts that actually meet our 
eyes. The fashionable streets, the parks, the shops, the theatres, the balls, the 
entertainments, the money spent on people's houses and persons, do not refi ct many 
signs of the alleged terrible distress, People do not appear to live a bit less ex- 
pensively ; they do not seem to stop abort of any of their accustomed pleasares, 
Self-denial has not yet pas*ed out of that stage in which it serves the moralist as a 
topic, of a more or less interesting nature, according as 1t is recommended to others 
or to ourselves. Of how many thousands may it not be raid, that they spend their 
lives, like the Israelites after they had taken to the worship of the golden calf— 
“Tbe people sat down to eat and drink, and they rose up to play” | 

And what aggravates the aspect of affairs is this: In no «pot on the globe and 
probably at no period in the world’s history has there ¢ xisted so glaring ac ntrast 
between riches and poverty as in this city and in-this age of ours. The Rabbi (CR, 
Joshua ben Levi) who, the Midrash’ says, marvelled much when during a visit to 
Rome he beheld etatues of stone treated with more care and tenderness than 
creatures of flesh and blood, would have had cause for not a little wonderment also, 
could he have beheld the London of to-day. Here may be found dwelling together 
grim want and gay affluence, gaunt hunger and sleek luxuriousness. Ilorses are 
stabled better, dogs are kennelled more comfortably than myriads of human beings 
are housed, 

These sre thoughts which in some minds may rouse a spirit of discontent, in 
others a feeling of genuine sorrow. They will not, however, fail to be productive 
of some practical good, if through these means they lead us to a truer conception of 
the purpose with which for a brief time we have been constituted the agents and 
trustees of eome of the coveted goods of this earth : if they teach us to bear our 
prosperity with ever growing gratitude and hamility ; if they prompt us to do our 
part to tone down the bitterness engendered by the unequal and mysterious dis- 
tribution of wealth ; if they inspire us to acquit ourselves as worthy descendants of 
him who resolved that of whatever became his au honest tithe should be rendered 
to the divine Giver. 1 would ask you to bear in mind that the opportunity of 
giving expression to these feelings and resolutions Is offered you this very day. 
The winter is upon us, suddenly ; and the great central organization of communal 
benevolence has isened its appeal, upon the results of which depends the fate of the 
Jewish poor fur many monchs to come. Let your response and that of all whom 
you can influence be proportioned to the greatness of the need and to the bounty 
with which the Lord bas blessed you above your brethren. A fine passage in the 
Midrash runs to this effect: Who ever anticipated God in giving’? Who ever came 
before Him in prayer to whom He had not first granted a spirit? If in obedience to 
the divine command you put the Mezazah to your doorpost, has He not first given 
you a house? If you put the Tsitsith to your garment, has He nt first clothed 
you? If you devote a portion of your produce to a holy purpese, or leave the 


' gleanings, the forgotten sheaf and the unreaped corners to the poor, has God not 


first given youa field’? So is it still, We are debtors first—and last. When we 
have done our best, we bave but liquidated a fraction of cur obligations. May we 
then be inspired to make a wise and gracious use of whatever measure of prosperity 
may be ours, and remember that the noblest and most generous-hearted amongst 
us do but give back to God in drops what he pours upon us in a full stream | 
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MEDLZEVAL AND. MODERN PHILOSOPHY ; 
PHILO, IBN-GEBIROL AND SPINOZA.

I will trouble you with but one more quotation, this time from Mr. Pollock's 
‘ Life and Philosophy of Spinoza :" “ Nearly acentury before Catholic scholasticism, 
a series of Jewish Philosophers in Spain, Provence and the East did work which 
has a far more important place in the general history of philosophy than is ac- 
corded it. They strove to systematise theology at first on an Aristotelian footing. 
The character of Jewish orthodoxy secured then comparative freedom in 
this, for, strictly speaking, Judaism has no dogmatic theology. Thus Moses 
ben Maimon and Ibn Ezra were leaders in biblical criticism no less than in 
philosophy. Maimonides’ work was continued by Levi ben Gerson, who went so 
far as to discover Aristotelian metaphysics in the Song of Solomon, . Chaedai 
Creskas, of Barcelona in the early part of the 15th century, was a more daring and 
Original thinker, but more orthodox than his predecessors, His ‘chief wo k, 
“ Adonai, the Light of the Lord,”’ finished in the year 1410, deals with the eternity 
of matter, defines the Divine perfection to consist in Love, and not, according to the 
Aristotelians in reason and lays down the boundaries of human free-will. And the 
Jewish Neo-Platonist, Solomon Ibn-Gebirol, or Avicebron, of Cordova wrote the 
‘Fons Vitx,’ a philosophical work, much studied and quoted by Giordano Bruno, 
a Platonist of the Renaissance, with whose views and writin gs Spinoza shews great 
acquaintance, and whose contempt for Aristotelian Philosophy he closely shared.’ 
Finally, Renan adds his tribute of admiration, in the emphatic words : ** The per- 
fection of the labours of this great Judmo-Arabic School is truly surprising.” 

Thus in the darkness caused by theological bigotry in the middle ages, as in 
that brought about by utter scepticism twelve centuries earlier, it 's to Jewish 
Philosophy that we owe a healthy reaction : the labours of Ibn Gebirol and others 

of the Arabian School brought about the revival of learning in the 15th century, 
which marks the commencement of modern philosophy, and the introduction of 
what Comte styles the industrial and scientific elements, In matters spiritual], the 
Church lost its hold on human conviction, and its incompetency became contrasted 
with the certainties of science: in matters temporal. society ceased to be based mainly 
on war, and law began to take the place of force. In England Roger Bacon insisted 
on the necessity for the harmony of revelation with reason ; and later on, his great 
namesake, Lord Chancellor Verulam, the father of the inductive method, and of 
experiméntal philosophy, though he mieconceived the true scientific method, yet 
led the way to a new era of the interpretation of nature, by progressive stages of 
certainty. In Italy, Giordano Bruno fought the battle of science, upholding the 
doctrines of Ibn Gebirol, and paid for his temerity at the stake, after“six years’ im- 
prisonment, In France, Descartes founded the deductive method, based on the 
certitude of mathematics, and declared the problems of man's being to be toluble 
only by reason, and their solution tobe the primary object of philosophy, He made 
a “tabula rasa’ of all previous speculation, and started from the single absolute 
fact known to him—the fact of his own consciousness. Of all else there might he. 
nay, there was doubt : but at all events, he, the doubter, existed, if nothing elsg 
did: hence, his famous axiom : “ Cogito, ergo sum: *" “I think, therefore, 1. am. 
His system makes consciousness the basis of all trath, and in applying his method, 
his first point, after the primary fact of his existence, was to prove the existence of 
(,od, whose infinity and perfection were clearly implied in his own fivitude and im- 
perfection. The existence of a higher power is proclaimed in man’s consciousness 
of his own existence as a finite being: it. isan iunate idea, a matter, not of infer- 
ence, but of consciousness —a necessary truth, independent of all experience, This 
doctrine of innate ideas became the “ cheval de bataille” of modern philosophy, 
Descartes thought their certainty fully equal to the certainty of mathematical 
proof, and as examples, gave the ideas of God, of mind, of body, of a triangle and 
all such a3 represent true, immutable and external essences. 

Descartes’ method undoubtedly first inspired him whom Mr. Lewes etyles “the 
greatest among the great thinkers.’ Spinoza, whose name, branded for generations 
with infamy as a deliberate yielding of the soul to Satan. and as synonymous with 
atheism, is now spoken of as that ofa saintanda prophet, and’men vie with each other 
in laudation of his merits, He is a standing lesson of the injustice of mankind to 
those who are honest in their opinions when those opinions happen to be unpopular : 
but he was gentle in his life as he was steadfast iu his philosophy : modest, 
virtuous and independent, his existence was that of a sage, despising worldly 
wealth and honours, Alike refusing the bribes of the Synagogue on condition of 
concealing his heterodoxy, and the offer of the Elector Palatine of the chair of 
Philosophy in Heidelberg on condition of his avoiding collision with existing creeds, 
he preferred to earn a precarious livelihood by the labour of his hands, as a 
polisher of lenses for optical and astronomical purposes. Declining to mix in the 
society of the wealthy, refusing a pension from Louis XV, if he would dedicate one 
of his books to that monarch, he passed his life on a mere pittance, never trying to 

disturb the religious convictions of others, but firm in his own ideas that faith in 
God, and love of God with their necessary corollary, love of mankind, are the sum 
of all true religon, and that those who live most according to justice and charity 
are the most truly religious, He passed away at the early age of 45, having 
thoroughly worked out the entire scheme of his philosophy, and leaving a reputation 
which, though in great measure posthumous, has bean endorsed by all. the great 
minds capable of comprehending him—such as Lessing, Mendelssohn, Herder. 

Goethe, Novalis, Schleiermacher, Coleridge, Schelling, and Hegel. Two centuries 
have gone by since his death ; they have culminated in the erection to bis memory 
of his statue in the Hague, where he passed the last years of his life, and in the 
universal recognition of his profound genius as the greatest of all modern thinkers 
and the founder of all durable philosophic conceptions, 

This reaction in favour of Spinoza, after a period of negle 
due in the first instance to Lessing 
1780, said, * There is 


ct and contumely, is 
, Who in his famous dialogue with Jacobi in 
is no other philosophy than the philosophy of Spinoza.” Ten 
years later, by the time of Herber, Spinoza had become as popular with the educate 


| German mind as he had previously been the reverse, The generation succeeding 
Kant fully recognised his power, and to Goethe he wasanever-living guide, Goethe 
refashioned Spinoza’s ideas, vivified and spread them abroad, and acknowledges 
gratefully that they gave him the guidance, sustenance and repoee he had long 
sought in vain, Thus he eays, ‘ Aus meinem Leben,’ Book xvi., Ich ergab mich 
dieser Lecture, und glaubte, indem ich in mich selbst schaute, niemals so deutlich 
erblickt za haben.” And he tells us that the great truth he learned from Spinoza, 
apart from mental serenity and true philosophy, was the necessity for man to learn 
once for all the lesson of renunciation and resignation, and to rest one’s mind on that 
which is eternal, necessary and uniform, Again, Goethe says, “ This man, who 
wrought wonderfully on me and who was destined to affect so deeply my entire 
mode of thinking, was Spinoza. After having looked round the world in vain for 
means of developing my nature, I met with the ‘Ethics’ of that philosopher. Of 
what I read in the work, and what I read info it, 1 can give no account ; but I found 
in it a sedative for my passions, and it eeemed to unveil a clear broad view over the 
material and moral world, But what essentially riveted me to him was the bound. 
lees disinterestedness which shone forth in every sentence. That wonderful eenti- 
ment, “ He who loves God must not expect God to love him in return,” with all the 
preliminary propositions on which it rests, and all the consequences deduced from 
it, filled my mind. , . . . And it must not be forgotten that the closest union 
rests on contrasts: the all-equalising calm of Spinoza was in striking opposition to 
my all-disturbing activity : his mathematical mode was the direct opposite of my 
poetic atyle of thought and feeling : and that very precision which had been thought 
ill-adapted for moral subjects made me his enthusiastic disciple, his most décided 
worshipper.” In giving this quotation, Mr. Lewes eays, in his “ Life of Goethe, ' 
‘ Spinoza was to Goethe what Kant was to Schiller: he studied Spinoza much and 
reverently, though the mathematical form in which that thinker cast his granite 
blocks of thought was an a'most insuperable hindrance to systematic study on the 
part of one so impatient and so desultory as Goethe, ' 


Hegel says, “To be « philosopher, you must first be a Spinozist : if you bave no 
Spinozism, you have no philosophy.” And Schelling affirms that no one can attain 
true and full knowledge of philosophy who has not at least once plunged into the 
depths of Spinoza. All these great leaders of thought admit that Spincza is the 
founder of Modern Philosophy: and this is now universally accepted by German, as 
well as other critice, with the unenviable exception of the puny school of pessimism 
of Schopenhauer and Hartmann, who reject Spinoza, first because he was a Jew 
and secondly because’ they consider him an optimist. But what he loses in the 
estimation of such as these is more than compensated by his daily increasing appre- 
ciation by the scientists. Johannes Miiller recognised, to the full, the scientific 
value of his theory of the human passions, and affirms that it is impossible to give 
a better account of their mutual relations than that which Spinoza has laid down 
with uneurpassed mastery, And even more important than such testimony is the 
striking resemblance between the scientific results attained by Spinoza two ceaturies 
ago, and those reached in our own days by workers, who, like Wundt and Haeckel 
in Germany, Taine in France, and Wallace and Darwin in England, have come to 
psychological questions through physiology. “ It may be safely affirmed,” says Mr 
Pollock in his ‘ Life of Spinoza,’ “that he tends more and more to become the 
philosopher of men of science,” 


In our own country, Coleridge classed Spinoza’s ‘: Ethics ’ as one of the three 
great books given to the world since the introduction of Christianity Shelley 
commenced to translate his “ Tractatus Theologico-Politicus,’ bis works were 
seriously studied by F. D. Maurice and G, H. Lewes, and two great English writers, 
still living, Mr. Matthew Arnold and Mr, Froude, have greatly contributed to our 
appreciation and knowledge of his system. This too has been effected in France by 
Paul Janet and Renan. 


I quote all this testimony to show you not only the absolute necessity for the 
stady of Spinoza to all those who wish to keep pace with modern thought, an: 
especially to such who have ‘to take into account the progress of theological 
conceptions: but also by way of protest against the senselessness of an outbreak of 
anti-Semitic feeling, such as bas lately arisen in Germany, whose greatest minds 
have without exception, been trained in and borne full justice to the Semitic 
sources whence they have derived their inspiration, ‘Lhe effects of the teaching of 
Spinoza cannot be eradicated from the German, or indeed, from the human 
intellect, without eradicating with it all the thought and all the philosophy of the 
last 200 years. And as the march of the great triumvirate of Religion, Science and 
Philosophy progresses, it will do so directly in the lines laid down by Spinoza, whose 
eagle-eye foresaw every development of which they are rapidly advancing. 

In Theology he anticipated all the schools of criticism of the interpretation of 
Scripture: and you will find in his works a forecast of the*strict interpretation of 
the text, initiated by Ernesti, Michaelisand Semler, based on philological canons : of 
the rationalistic interpretation of Eichhorn and Paulus, explaining miracles as the 
naive and superstitious investiture given by the Hebrew mind to real historical 
events; of the moral interpretation of the Kantists who sought to disengage from 
the mixed contents of the Scriptures the moral element which expresses itself in 
reason ; of the /Asterical interpretation of De Wette and others, trying to demon- 
strate the comparatively late compilation of the Pentateuch, and the unreliability of 
the subsequent historical works :; and of the mythical interpretation, the outcome of 
modern research into the character of early national records and mythology. 1! 
these, I say, you will find foreshadowed by Spinoza, and though his own views on 
this subject are open to doubt, and though he rejected mucn of the dogma and 
miny of the traditions of the Synagogue—which promptly excommunicated him tn 
return, yet heever upheld the ideal of Judaism as the one religion which had never 
complicated its formula, and he maintained the justice of the Hebrew people being 
the chosen people of God, as based upon those laws which under the titles * natural 
selection,’ and the “ survival of the fittest,” have now become applicable to every 
braoch of human thought, and of which in science equally as in theology, he was 
the discoverer, 

He indubitably recognises the revelation of Scripture—a revelation exceptiona 
in kind as well as in degree ; bat the object at which he aimed was not the settle 
ment of points of theological controversy : rather the practical inculcation of the 
principles of liberty and toleration. The problem he desired to solve was tv furnish 
the means of regulating life, so that the soul may achieve the highest good, 
which is the love of God: this love must be founded upon knowledge, for perfect 


knowledge brings perfeet love, and perfect knowledge consists of bringing our 
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thoughts Into perfect harmony with the divine order, This is to be effected only by 
a method which discloses the divine order to man, and the discovery of this method 
is the object of all philosophy. Spinoza, reasoning thus, based his solation of the 
problem on principles clearly defined and accurately knowu, taking as their type, 
mathematics, in which nothing arises but as the necessary sequence of what pre- 

¢ eded it ; and in this order he proceeds to develope the order of the universe from 
definitions and axioms, adding link by link, till he has evolved a system of theology 
psychology, and ethics, symmetrical and sublime ; of which God is the ever-present 
reality, love and resigaation, the ever guiding ideas, 

The age in which he lived was distinguished by its freethinking literature. 
ecolesiasical denunciations attempted in vain to arrest the license of thought ; and 
‘+ was doubtfal whether atheism or superstition would prevail,and which of the 
two would be the more noxious. Spinoza boldly entered the breach, conflicted 
scepticism with the ardour and dialectics of a mind trained ia all the subtleties of 
talmadic and cabbalistic lore ; and @ strengthening and liberating influence at once 
arose from his labours. The noble calm and the unaggressive fearlessness of his 
views acted like a mental tonic: his unswerving conviction in the force of truth 
and the universality of law, and the disinterestedness and purity of his moral ideas, 
and the tranquil beauty of his life safficiently answered the vulgar accusation 
against freedom of thought as destructive of morality. His system became the 
groundwork of all modern philosophy :—elaborated in this country by Hobbes, Locke 
and Berkeley; by Condillac in France ; and in Germany, by Kant, Fichte, Schelling 

nd Hegel, and foreshadowing the results attained by thinkers in our own times, 
such as Moeschott, Karl Vogt and Herbert Spencer,—it remains an imperishable 
monument of the strength of the Jewish intellect, and the latest and highest proof 
of the beneficial influence which the Jewish mind hae exercised in all the great 
crises of ancient and modern philosophy. 

In this brief survey of the evolution of thought during twenty-five centuries, 
it has been my object to show you that the action of Judaism has tended uniformly 
to the cultivation of the intellectaal faculties, and to the development of a higher 
standard of morality. For nearly a thousand years prior to the birth of Greek 
philosophy, thé Hebrews were the depovitories of the idea of monotheism : this was 
the ceaseless teaching of each and all their Prophets, aud when prophecy ceased, 
and Hellenism took up the burden which the national ruin had compelled Hebraism 
to reilnguish, it remained still ite high privilege to intervene at each great arrest 
of the progress of thought, and to point the way to anew departure, saving humanity 
from a dead scepticism in the person of Philo—holding up the lighted torch of know- 
ledge in the gloom of ecclesiastical tyranny in the hands of Ibn Gebirol—and teaching 
the universality of Law and the pure religion of the love of God and man in the 
doctrines of Spinoza, That the final mission of Judaism is not yet completed, the 
history of the past and the hopes of the future alike testify. What remains toit, and 
how it will be accomplished, who shall say? But this much may assuredly be 
predicted : that if we cultivate the faith of a Philo, the ardour of an Ibn Geberol, 
and the intellectuality of a Spinoza, we shall be doing what lies in our power to 
advance the progress of that development of Humanity, of which our glories, our 
sufferings and our hopes alike point to us as the instroments, 


SOCIETY OF BIBLICAL ARCHEOLOGY. 


The Rey. A, Lowy read a paper on Tuesday at the monthly meeting of the 
Society of Biblical Archwology, entitled “The Death of Moses,” arranged ac- 
cording toa Hebrew legend, condensed and translated by Mr. Lowy, Among those 
present, were the Revs, Dr, H, Adler and S, Jacobs, Dr. Gaster, Dr. 8S Louis, Messrs. 
Israel Abrahams, M,N. Adler, H, Bentwitch, S. Schechter and Oswald J. Simon. 
_ The following is an abstract of the paper : There are ten records of the decree 
that Moses was doomed to depart from this world, The first begins with the words, 
“Behold thy days have drawn near to the time when thou must die.” These com- 
mands were combined with the divine decree that Moses should not enter the Hol 
Land. But the time for the fulfilment of this sentence was only finally fixed, 
when the supreme tribunal sent forth the words, * Thou shalt not pass the Jordan.”’ 
This limit imposed on his expectations seemed a slight thing in the eyes of Moses 
and did not distress him, for he argued within himself that as God, at his inter- 
cession, had forgiven the Israelites when they had sinned, He would surely hearken 
to the prayer of the prophet himself, who had uever sinned. Butthe divine decree 
was made irrevocable, through the divine name, that Moses should not bring the 
Israelites to their appointed destination. Moses, however, resolved to fast and to 
pray for the revocation of the judgment. He put on sackcloth. and covered himself 
with ashes and prayed at fifteen different times, Tne earth,a witness of this ap- 
peal, was seized with trembling, and all created things became afraid that the Al- 
mighty was about to change the face of the world. A voice from above proclaimed 
that the end of the world had not arrived, but ic was announced that the prayers for 
the continuance of the life of Moses would not be granted. All the chiefs in the 
supernal regions were hurried along and ordered to close the gates agginst the pro- 
gress of Moses. The heavens and the earth, and all the foundations thereof, and a)! 
beings in creation shook, for his prayers were like a sword that reads and cuts and 
18 irresistible like the force of the ineffable name, which Moses had been taught to 
pronounce by his teacher, the angel Zagziel. When the angels and the seraphim 
found that the prayers for the life of Moses were not accepted, they joined in choral 
adoration to the Almighty, And Moses prayed: “ Oh, Lord of the universe, many 
times have I been troubled for the sake of Israel, until at length, they became unto 
Thee a distinguished people, and an inheritance, I have witnessed their affection, 
should I not also witness their joy! Inthe law, I announced the precept, ‘Thou 
shalt give nis wages to the labourer on the self-same day oa which they are earned, 
Give me my reward for the forty years of my toil, I feel for Israel's sorrows ; am 
I not to take partin his happiness /"’ God, thereupon, comforted him with promises 
of future bliss; yet Moses continued his entreaties. He then went forth and 
spoke to the Israelites from the 22nd day of the seventh month, to the Ist day of 
the tenth month, i.c., 95 days. On the last named day he explained the law. On 
the 7th day of the twelfth month, the day on which Moses was destined to die, he re- 
ceived a warning from the divine voice, and he then wrote down the thirteen pre- 
cepts of the Divine Attributes, as contained in Exodus, xxxiy. 6 and 7, and sent 
copies of the writings to every separate tribe. Half of the day was now gone. 
He next invited each tribe and handed to them the law and the commandments, 
The choicest inscription of the law he placed by the side of the ark and he 
monished and exhorted everyone separately, the mon alone, the women alone, to 
do honour to the law and to keep the commandments. At the same time Moses 
conferred on Joshua great distinction in the presence of Israel, and a proclamation 
Was issued throughout the camp bidding the people to show submission to the new 
prophet, Moses ordered that there should be broughta throne of gold,a crown studded 
with pearls and other regal appurtenances, and he caused seats to be prepared for | 
the Synhedrin and the chiefs of the troops and of the priests. And Moses invested 
Joshua with the recalia and the attire of the commanding chief and placed before 


addresses before Israel. Then Joshua gave utterance to a soul stirring invocation 
in the presence of Moses and the people, and at the conclusion the former abdicated 
his high position, and,true to his character of humility, he served Joshua 
as Joshua had served him. At length there came forth a mysterious voice saying 
unto Moses - “Thou hast only five more hours to live,” Thereupon Moses desired 
Joshua to sit before the people like a King, and the face of Moses was lustrous like 
the sun and that of Joshua shone like the moon, Moses set forth the law and 
Joshua ex pounded it. They were still engaged in giving this instruction when a 
preternatural voice was heard, “ Thou hast only four more hours to live.” And 
Moses prayed that he might have power by means of the Ineffable Name, to cross the 
Jordan and see the promised land. But to these and all further entreaties came the 
Divine reply * Thou shalt see the land from afar, but shall not pasa thither.” He 
then saw 4() miles of the land which was reduced into a small scale, Another 
hour was consumed in prayer, when it was announced to him that he had only two 
hours more of this life. Tren came the last hour and again Moses prayed for 
mercy and appealed to all things in creation to join in his prayer. But all creation 
in heaven and on earth declared to him the feebleness of their estate. He then 
proceeded to take leave of every individual tribe, but when he saw bow little time 
was left, he bade them farewell in one general greeting. When it was made known 
to Moses that his life was measured by seconds, he took a scroll and wrote upon it 
the Divine Name and the Book of Jashar, The scroll he handed to Joshua whose 
eyes became dim with tears. Moses now lost the power of teaching and the people 
were informed by the mysterious voice to take their instruction henceforth from 
Joshua. The angels were couimanded to take the soul of Moses and carry it home 
to the Almighty, But they tarried with fear, among them being Zagziel who 
urged that he could not take away the soul of his disciple. The angel of Death was 
called forth, and he with the eagerness of the Destroyer, drew his sword and 
approached Moses, but when he sawthe ineffable name of the Almighty, and the 
wondrous countenance of Moses, he too became stricken with terror, and after a 
remonstrance from Moses he fled. Again the Angel of Death was summoned to 
fetch the soul, but be replied that he could not prevail over Moses. The Almighty 
then addressing the rebellious angel, and announcing to him that asa punishment he 
should return to the fire of Gehenna from whence he had been formed, directed him 
a third time to bring him bome the soul. But yet again he was put to flight by 
Moses. The lustre of his countenance had not yet departed when for the last time 
the mysterious voice rang forth, ‘‘the end of thy time has come.” Moses finding 
then that he must die, prayed to the Almighty that He himself wonld receive his 
soul, His prayer was granted. Three angels, Michael, Zagziel and Gabriel, came to 
meet him, smoothing his couch and placing themselves around him. By the heavenly 
command Moses clasped his hands and closed his eyes. And the Almighty called 
the soul that it had arrived at its destination, The Almighty then with a divine kiss, 
— the soul, and Moses the servant of the Lord died by “the mouth of the 
ord.” 


Mr. Lowy supplemented the legend by explanations as to the meaning of the 
term “ Midrash,” and of the literature described by that term. He pointed out that 
the legend he had just read was made up of fragments belonging to various azes, 
dating from the close of the scriptures, and extending far into the middle ages 
Some of the legende, like that on the Death of Moses, constituted a species of 
Jewish poetry, though destitute of every pretension to meterical form, Mr, Lowy 
quoted some biblical passages to elucidate development of this interesting species of 
Jewish—oombined with alien—folklore. 

The CHAIRMAN (Mr. Walter Morrison) expressed the indebtedness of the meeting 
to Mr, Liwy; who he said always favoured the Society with papera which he made 
interesting and clear to his hearers. 

The Rev. Dr. ADLER, in referring to the term“ Midrash” mentioned that it was 
reproduced in the name of one of the Presidencies in India, and its capital 
—Madras being the seat of the great Mahomedan University, Referring 
to comparisons that might be made between the Legend read by Mr 
Léwy and other Midrashim on the death of Moses, Dr. Adler quoted from a work 
entitled “‘ De Vita et Morte Moses,” translated from the Hebrew into Latin, and 
published In Paris in the year 1707, which contained several points not presented 
in the passage to which the meeting had listened. 

Dr, Lov1s gave extracts in translation of a poem bearing on the death of Moses, 
and forming part of the liturgy in orthodox synagogues on the day of the Rejoicing 
of the Law, as being apposite to the subject under discussion, 


THE PROVINCES. 


HULL, 

Through the exertions of Mr, B. Barnett, a member of the Hull School Board 
a resolution was passed by that body on the Ist inst. empowering the Board to 
appoint a Hebrew certificated teacher, to impart Hebrew and other elementary 
instruction to Jewish children, in the school situated in the Jewish quarter of the 
town :—"‘ That the School Management Committee be empowered to appoint a 
Jewish certificated assistant teacher to the Osborne Street Boys’ School, to teach, in 
adiition to the ordinary subjects, the Hebrew version of the Old Testament to 
Jewish children, if, and when, such children become sufficiently numerous.” 

Mr. H. Feldman, Hon. Sec. of the Hul! Jewish Board of Guardians, writes to 
us: The attention of my Board has been drawn to acommunication in your columns 
from Mr. N. Levy, respecting the arrival of a Jewish family at Southampton from 
Hull, in a destitute condition, The facts of the case areasfollows. A few months 
azo the husband (a tailor) sailed for America, leaving his wife and family in an 
utterly destitute condition, fully expecting that our Board would maintain them, 
The wife applied for relief, but was refused in consequence of the Board having 
passed a resolution not to relieve in cases of wife-desertion, which bave become 
very numerous, Imagine a small Board like ours, with a very limited income hav- 
ing to support five or six destitute families who have been deserted by the fathers, 
and yet to make provision for the large number of resident, and casual 
poor. Although the Board could not relieve the caee referred to, yet the 
members of our congregation assisted the family until passage tickets from New 
York were received from the husband; the route being via Southampton The 
wife applied that the family of nine persons should be sent there. The Board could 
not entertain the application, but money was raised for the purpose by private sub- 
scription supplemented by a grant from the workhouse authorities, and the whole 
amount was sufficient to defray the cost of the jouney to Southampton, and a few 
shillings for necessaries until they embarked for New York. It will thus be seen 
that sufficient provision was made in Hull to prevent the family arriving in South- 
ampton in the destitute condition described. Your correspondent bewails the 
number of such cases at Southampton, but I assure you that if they had the num- 
ber we have at Hull his lamentations would assume a more serious form, Our 
next annua! report will show that we are by no means so hardhearted as his com- 
munication would lead your readers to infer.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 
Stu,—It was quite refreshing to read in your last issue Mr. Mocatta's sensible 
and unselfish letter, ; 

Mr. Nathan Joseph always gives good advice, although his recommendation as 
to the treatment of foreigners savours of worldly wisdom rather than of Jewish 
sentiment. 

Most of our institutions owe their origin. to sentiment, thus the Board of 
Guardians, and the Jewish Home were founded to save our people from the work- 
house ; so, also the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter to save them from the casual ward, 

Compassion for our fellows in faith makes us desire to benefit them in a more 
permanent manner than can be expected from a parochial board, and urges us to 
prevent their recourse to the casual ward, where they would be forced to work on 
Sabbaths ani Holydays, Cynical teaching 1s mischievous, because it might 
induce our Government to introduce restrictive measures, while it almost justifies 
the deplorable action, or, rather inaction of the Jews of New York who, although 
they may not have incited the inhospitable laws against emigrants, have done 
Fortunately for us, we are not really “in the

descendants of foreigners, should be the last to desire the exclusion of these perse- 
cuted Russians, Roumanians, and Germans. 

*~ It has been truly said that among those who loudly condemn this influx of im. 
migrants are men who, but for the fancy for a change of residence of parents or 
grandparents, might themselves have been found among these unwelcome arrivals, 

If ever the principle of ransom could be applied, it would be reasonable to do 
so to us Jewe,who, happy in a tolerant hospitable country, have to deal with perse- 
cuted Jews who need similar advantages. 

It is our duty to consider how we can relieve the congested districts of East 
London. and aleo divert the incoming stream to countries most suitable for Jews, 
I suggest that we should at once establish a Jewish labour bureau, grafted upon 
the Board of Guardians, the Emigration Society, or the Jews’ Temporary Shelter, 
where all information useful to our people would be easily accessible, 

It might be possible to tabulate statistics so a3 to show the minimum cost of 
reaching those places, British or foreign, where Jews, in large or small numbers. 
can find refuge with benefit to themselves, and to the land of their adoption. Such 
information should not be exclusively derived from Jewish sources, Branch offices 
should be established in the chief frontier towns through which emigrants pass,wherg 
information and material aid should be available. Those intending emigrants could 
proceed at once to their destinations without dissipating their resourses by aimlees 
journeying to unsuitable abodes. We might also establish, near London, at a very 
small cost, a training farm, where Jews and Jewesses could be taught all the duties 
necessary for an agricultural life in America or in our Colonies, while the produce 
of the farm could be readily sold in London, 

To promote emigration and to establish this training farm, mach money will 
be required, but it Mr, F. D. Mocatta will take the matter in hand, the money will 
flow infrom rich Jews. from all parts of the world. The donors should be asked 
to subscribe in groups or classes beginning with those who can afford to give a 
minimoam of £1,000 each. After tan encouraging beginning is made, full success 
wculd result. I am quite willing to be included in the first list, substantial sums 
being needed, My contention is,that we must either contentedly maintain the foreign 
poor in our own country or help to place them where they can best maintain them- 
selyes, there is no other choice for those who are worthy to be called Jews,

Sir,—It is not for me, inexperienced as I am in comparison with such men as 
Mr. Joseph, Mr. Halford and above all, Mr. F. D. Mocatta, to contribute any words 
to the discussion respecting the influx of foreign poor, which has recently been 
started in your correspondence columns. 

While, therefore, merely suggesting that the clear and cogent arguments of 
Mr. Joseph, securely based on scientific philanthropy, are not essentially an- 
tagonistic to those of Mr, Mocatta, which, being Mr. Mocatta’s, must also be 
similarly based, I would but ask your permission to point out a grave omission in 
all the letters, on either side, which have yet appeared upon this mournful bu ject, 
It seems to be forgotten that if we are Jews, we are also Englishmen, and that in 
all matters wherein the interests of England may possibly conflict with the intereats 
of Jews, it is our bounden duty, if we claim the rights and privileges of English. 
men, to place the former above the latter and to act accordingly, The influx of 
foreign Jews is to be deprecated, says Mr. Joseph, because it may bring about 
an English Judenhetze. Why may it bring about a Judvnhetzr! Because it entails 
misery and distress upon the native English population of East London, But, in 
that case, it is to be deprecated, not because of the consequent Judenhetze, but 
because of the precedent distress, Even if—a supposition which Mr. Joseph has 
shown to be untrue—evea if the foreign Jews were happier here 
Russia, we ought not to encourage their immigration to our shores, unless we 
were convinced that we were doing no injury to the well-being of our own people 
in England. For is it not time that the mischievously false nomenclature by which 
we call the members of our religious community “our people'’ should at last be 
dropped! They are not “ our people,” nor should we call them so, any more than 
English Catholics call the Catholics of Holland their people, 
the English, and the English only. 

Happily, Mr. Mocatta has shown that we can, and ought, to help the persecuted 
members of our faith abroad to emigrate to countries where they will be enabled 

to live nobler and happier lives themselves,and where their settlement wil] not be

Lest silence be construed into an admission of the jistice of the 
strictures lately levelled at the above institution in the Committee Room of. the 
Jewish Board of Guardians, 1 deem it an imperative duty, in the name of true 
charity, clearly and energetically to declare the assumption that our Temporary 
Shelter has proved an incentive tothe immigration of foreign paupers tobe founded 
on egregious error, 

Any dispassionate observer of actualities, who will be at the pains of persona 
investigation, will have no difficulty in discovering that the strict order and clean - 
liness, and the limited stay that we insist upon in our Temporary Shelter, are, it 
is true,no bar to applications on the part of the deserving uremployed forcign 
poor, driven hither by no fault of their own, but by the stress of barbarous op- 
pression, yet deter the indolent and profligate from seeking admission ; so that 
tre number of inmates has, of late. actually diminished. : 

Let it further be borne in mind, that the refage we offer is in substitution 
of the wretched resorts that abounded in the East of London,until their insalubrity 
in the absence of adequate supervision, became a scandal to the community. 

The destitute foreign Jew had no alternative to avoid starvation, but to vege- 
tate in such hovels.or fa!l a victim to the seductions of the unscrupulous missionary, 

When the public are further informed that we contemplate introducing 
a labour test, they will assuredly approve of the activity we are displaying, and 
regard us in our true light, as coadjutors in the common work of charity so 
efficiently done by the Board of Guardians : for our labours end where theirs begin, 

By all means let strenuous efforts be made to stem the influx of poor Russian 
Jews, but that can be effected only by inducing their inhuman government to 
treat them justly and kindly, rescinding above all the cruel Ukase that restricts 
their right of settlement to districts already overcrowded. 

This would prove the sole effectual check to increasing Russo-Jewish emigration,

SiR,—Will you permit me through the medium of your valuable paper to 
endorse every one of Mr. Oswald Simon’s remarks in bis letter of the 26th ult, 

Choir tinging should and could be brought to great perfection in our 
‘ynagogues, and might add very materially to the attractiveness of the service. 
But in order that it should arouse a truly devotional spirit, I feel persuaded that 
it should have the power to lead congregational singing, to invite all those to join 
who may have the very smallest gift of tuneful voice and correct ear. 

Could we but ensure heartiness in our services. we should attract many who 
are now coldly indifferent, or somewhat hostile to the Jewish form of Divine 
worship, There is something sad and repellent in a half-filled synagogue and a 
cold tedious service, to those who have formed some ideal of what such service 
Should be, and who are not satistied unless they can offer the best of their powers 


TO 


to God. For surely a synagogue service is not instituted and carried on merely to 


give employment to the minyan, or to afford the minister an opportunity of 
discoursing to a mere handful of listeners. Our earnest and zealous clergy would 
be only too well pleased to see the empty benches filled to overflowing, ana to 
catch from their throng of hearers an inspiration which numbers alone can give: 
I have no intention of describing here what I should consider a perfectly 
conducted service, but I should like to insist upon this one point ; that music: 
properly and carefully dealt with, would materially brighten the time that is spent 
in synagogues. For singing is the proper handmaid to prayer and praise, but it 
should be singing in which all can take part heartily and reverentially. A compli- 
cated piece of music, requiring much practice and great musical knowledge is 
clearly unfit for this purpose, and even when well carried out by the choir may 
become wearisome to the listeners, 

An anthem is often a very tedions performance, lengthening the service to 
undue proportions, whilst a hymn, taken up by the entire congregation, man and 
woman, old and young,sung as it has been heard by the writer, now in so hushed 
and soft a strain, that it seemed like a breath passing through the building, and 
now rising toa glorious and triumphant note of praire.can fulfil the very mission of . 


all sacred music: that of arousing the emotions and opening the heart to receive 
the words with which it is linked 


For music should be the golden thread running 
through the whole service, on which the pearls, our prayers, are strung. 

It may be argued that for good choir singing an organ seems indispensable, I 
do not quite assent to this proposition, but I h ype the day may be not far distant, 
when all objections may be reasoned away and when cach synagogue worthy of its 
‘name may be dignified by the instrument most suited to Divine service. Why 
should we hesitate where our forefathers knew no such compunctions ! 

Has anyone who has ever given a thought to the description of the Temple of 
Jerusalem, with its glogious accounts of its priests with their cymbals, their psal- 
teries, their harps and their trumpets, discovered why we should have banished all 
musical instruments, Il might even say all music, from our synagogues ! 

We have, it is true,an organ in one of our places of worship, but alas! no 
congregational singing. And if we do have achoir let it at least be a musical one, 
taught to modulate the voice, and sing with taste and expression. 

I believe with Mr. Simon that if children were taught congregational singing 
from an early age, they would take to it with delight and might be extremely 
useful in subsidising the regularchoir. There is no reason why this should not be 
done, amongst all classes of our co-religionists. In the Berke'ey Chapel in Curzon 
Street, the incumbent introduced many years ago shor’, bright children’s services, 
of which the principal feature was the hymn-singing, beautifully performed by the 
children, who had carefully learned the words and music of the hymn during the 
week, (ne practise in Church was held for all who could attend, and many 
availed themselves with pleasure of this easy and usefal lesson of song. Th® 
children who crowded the church on Sunday knew their hymns to perfection 
and delighted in the services, for they felt they were actually responsible in some 
small way for their being well carried out. Now I. should like to give our 
children this feeling of co-operation (if I may use such aterm) in the synagogue 
services, and I do not see the impos:ibility of this scheme. 

At this day nearly all our Jewish Clergy have organise1 Bible or Sabbath 
classes, in which singing might be made a prominent feature. We know that this 
is not the case at present. But golden opportunities are being lost weekly, and I 
should like to think that without delay, my suggestion may have some chance of 
gaining the public ear, Let some competent person introduce some simple 
melodies for the Psalms and musical parts of the service, and let the children learn 
the words and the music: the result will be surprising and will far surpass all 
expectation. What the children begin can be continued by the adults ' 

The Jews are a most musical race, over and over again they appear on the 
boards of the stage, or on the platform of the conce:t room, They flock to places of 
amusement, where singing or playing are in vogue, but they allow their services to 
be cold and bare of song and are indifferent to the shrill nasal voices of the choir 
and to the monotony of the chanting. They simply complain and stay away from 
public worship, because the service is long and the singing wretched, 

Let us begin now, at once this very week. Let the 
raised again amongst all classes of our community. Let us ask for good, simple, 
stirring music until we get it. Let our children be taught to sing their Hebrew 
melodies as their little Christian playmates sing their hymns, Let the choirs meet 
eace a year fora contest of song, Let some good prize be held out to the best choir. 
Let the children of the choirs do their very utmost to sing sweetly and correctly 
in synagogues. Let the parent or the big brothers and sisters who brivg the 
children, chime inwith them. And last but not least, let us in time have the organ 
with its volume of sound, with its complete register of the human voice, with ite 
glorious bursts of melody making our houses of prayer fit places for the worship of 
God,

EFFICIENT HEBREW SCHOOLS IN THE PROVINCES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sip.—Most of your readers are painfully aware of the difficulty that exists in 
Provincial Congregations, in obtaining systematic teaching of Hebrew and Religion 
and though efforts are continually being made to institate improved methods for 
imparting Religious and Hebrew Instruction, yet owing to the great expense 
attending the establishment and conducting of an efficient echool, it is quite out of 
the power of many provincial congregations to provide “ efficient and suitable ”’ 
premises and staff —notwithstanding the untiring zeal of the Delegate Chief Rabbi 
and the assistance obtained by Jewish grants received on the certificates of bis 
examiners annua!ly visiting the country schools. 

It is obvious that such a state of affairs should not be suffered to exist, and I 
am pleased to be able to say that we in Hull are now enabled through a concession 
granted by the * School Board " to avail ourselves of the tenefita of the Education 
Act of 1870. 

The act secms to me one of the few acts of Parliament, a beneficent British 
Legislature, has furnished us with, which forms a“ cul de sac ”’ for the traditional 
“Four in Hand:” for if we look at the intentions of the framers of the act 
(especially the late Hon. W. E, Forster s) we find that the whole act works on the 
expressions therein “ efficient and suitable” ; for tection 5 expresses :-— 

‘There shall be provided for every school district, a sufficient amount of

‘That the School Management Committee be empowered to appoint & Jewish 
certificated asssistant teacher, to the Osborne Street (Jew ish quarter) Boys School, 
to teach, in addition to the crdinary subjects, the Hebrew versien ¢ f the Old Testa- 
ment to Jew ish cbildren. if. and WwW hep. such children become sufficient iV numerous, 

Now, though this appears a large concession to our co-religionists, I again 
venture to assert that there is nothing in the resolution foreign to the intentions of 
Parliament at the time of the pessing of the measure, and I see no impediment in 
the way of other provincial c wgregations obtaining the same powers, for the late 
W. E. Foster in explaining the meaning of the words * Efficient ” and * Suitable, 
referred to in the scction above, said—by “ Efficient” he meant good buildings and 

good teaching, and by “*uitable” he meant, evitable to the partien far religious views 
of the children (the itali.s are mine); and speaking in the House of Commons during 
the debate on the act, he said— 

“ We have no right to interfere with the feclings of a parent, or to oblige him 
to accept for his children re/igious e incation to which he objects, Therefore, in voting 
public money,cr making public provision for elementary schools, we, the Government 
holdthat there onght not to be schools from which the public areexciuded, and if we 
are to prevent religious teaching, altogether, we must say that the Bible shall not be 
used in schools at all: but would it not be a monstrous thing that the book that is 
after all the foundation of the religion we profess, should be the only book which 
was not allowed to be used in schoo!'s. 

Sir Ifeury James (then one of the Law Officers of the Crown), in a written 
opinion, also coneurred in this interpretation of the expressiors “ Efficient” and 


Snitab’ Eminence Cardinal Manning and Sir F, Sandford—great author- 
ities on the enbject—before the toyal Commiasion on Education, held the same 
views on the section, the latter stating— 


“Whether the same interpretation was placed on the book by all the children 
or not, the fact of its being read in the schools was in itself a sort of religious 
Instruction, 

So much for the morality of the claims of our children to the benefits of the 
Act, Now !et us see what the then Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir W. V. Harcourt. 
said on the equity of the claim. 

“We have felt that every denomination, should be consulted in the matter, and 
if possible, the question should be settled on such a basis, that no one sect would 
have it inits power to go away and gay, it had gained a victory over its neighbour, 
or that’ one denomination could boast of having been placed above the other,” 

Further quotaticns both from the report of the Royal Commission on education 
and the interesting debate on the measure whilst passing through the Honsea 
could be farnished if neeccd to establish even more c'early the undoubted rights of 
all denominations to the benefit of state education a | leave that to abler pens ; 
my object being simp'y to secure @ more general application of the Act in the 
Provinces, 

Tam aware that the act has been applied with great eucce:s in London, as 
demonstrated by the good work carried on at the Castle and Chicksand Street 
Schools : it now remains for the provincial congregations to approach their re- 
apective Boards consistently.. I know instances of congregations who have failed 
by asking far too much, [ would therefore suggest to them the advisability of 
proceeding on the Hull lines—by petitioning for the appointment of Hebrew 
certificated teachera in the Board Schools,“ if’ and “ when’’ the Jewish Children 
become sufficiently numerous, 

I must now apologise for tressparsing at such length in your valuable space

Ue acted Secretary 
of the ITebrew Literature’ Society, of which he ‘was one of the founders. 
[In 1872 he was entrusted by Lord Crawford with the preparation of the catalogue 
of his unique collection of Samaritan literature. He was also entrusted by the 
Library Committee of the Corporation of the City of London with cataloguing 
the Hebrew works in the Guildhall Library. This task has extended over a 
considerable period, an lit is hoped that the catalogue will be published in the 
course of next yt ar.

In 1851 Mr Lowy married Gertrude, the eldest duughter of the late Rev. I. 

Lindenthal, Reader and Secretary of the New Synagogue, Great Saint 
Helens, by whom he lal nine children, seven of whom survive, After 27 years 
of a happy married life Mrs. Lowy died in 1879. .
